While he paid. his respects to 
Queen Regent Emma in a similar manner 
the Empress embraced Wilhelmina and 
kissed her repeatedly on the forehead and 
cheoks, 

The Queen Regent and the Empress em- 
braced, aud then the small Princes of Ho- 
henzollorn were brought forward to wel- 
come the visitors. 

The little Crown Prince was in his new 
uniform of a lieutenant of the First Foot 
Guards, He followed gravely the examplo 
set by his father and kissed the hands of 
the little Queen and her mother, 

‘The royal parties were then taken to the 
New Palace, the Emperorand Crown Prince 
driving with the Queen Regent and Quoen 
Wilhelmina. 

Queen Wilholmipa wasattired in a grey 
traveling gown, belted at the waist and 
finished at the neck and sleeves witha 
white collar and cuffs, She wore a leghorn 
hat with a gray plume. Sho looked fatigued 
and pale, and ee smiles to the checring 
com along the route to the palace evi- 
dently cost her a slight effort. 

Her four weeks in Sand have not bene- 
fited her health’as much’ as was expected. 
It is thought, therefore, that the Emporor’s 
elaborate program for her entertainment 
will be somewhat modified, 

The rumored plan of the Emperor to ar- 
range for the marriage of the Crown Prince 
and Queen Wilhelmina will be brought to a 
head, it is thought, during the Potsdam 
visit. 

Berux, June 1. —A Socialist writer 
named Peus. who was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment, was taken to the 
jail at Ploetzenseo yesterday. A crowd of 
4100 Socialists accompanied the prisoner and 
the officers conducting him and threatened 
to rescue Peus, 

The police finally ordered the mob to dis- 
perse. No attention was paid and a charge 
was made by the police with drawn swords, 
After the rioters saw several of their num- 
ber cut down thoy scattered. 

The officers then proceeded to the jail, 
when they were again beset by a crowd.

LOST ON THE PLAINS 


A Map, Woman nnd Hoy Perishing for 
Water—Ihe Boy Wounds tt t 
aod Sucks His Own Mlood 
En Paso, Tex., June 1,—Customs In 
spector Hyland of Deming, N.M,, arrived 
late last night with an escort of Mexican 
soldiers, bringing the news that William 
G, Bailey and family bad been lost on the 
plains west of here and had suffered great 
hardships, Bailey, a well-to-do citizen of 
Patomas, accompanied by his young wife 
and a Mexican boy, left Patnmas two weeks 
ago tocome ti El Paso to buy supplics 
They made their purchase in Juarez and 
El Paso, and eight days ago started out on 
their return home. They last their way 
38 miles southwest of this place and 
were without water, The Mexican boy was 
sent out with the wagon and horses to hunt 

water. 

The boy arrived at Patomas last Wod- 
nesday night, nearly naked and with a bul- 
let wound in one le He said that he had 
fuiied to find water, that the horses had 
got away from him, and he started out on 
foot for Patomas to send assistance to Mr 
and Mra, Bailey. He suffered so much for 
water that le shot himself in the leg and 
sucked the blood from the wound to quench 
his thirst. A rescuing party of Mexican 
soldicrs,stationed at Patomas with Capt. 
Hyland, started in search of Mr. Bailey 
and wife. They found Mrs, Bailey at dask, 
Friday, with the wagon at the place where 
the horses were taken out and sent off for 
water. Mrs. Bailey was so weak and ner 
vous she fainted when hor rescuers arrived, 
On regaining consciousness she said her 
husband left her yesterday morning to re 
turn to Juarez for horses and water. The 
rescuing party camo on to Juarez, but failed 
to find Mr. Bailey. He say have lost his 
Way and perished in the mountams. Sev- 
eral RcawHIGy parties started ont again to 
find him, but no word has been received 
from any of them. 


VENEZUELA'S REVOLUTION. 


The Government Party in a Bad Fix—The 
Rebels Gaining Strength, 


New Yorx, June 1.—The Herald's des- 
patches from Venezagta show that in spite 
of Dictator Palaco's denials the revolution 
Keops on spreading. Handreds of the Gov- 
ernment troops are deserting to the insur- 
gents. Gen. Ybarra, who isin command 
of Palacio’s army at Valencin, admits that 
the situation is! serious: The rebels are 
threatoning La Gunyra from’ theisea, and 
the Government is sending its war vessels 
to defend the important port of Carncas. 
Newspaper editors of opposition papers 
have ‘beon banished’ or imprisoned by 
Palacio, Letters in the postoflice are 
oponed and rend bofore delivery; and heavy 
fmes are imposed ‘upon vessols gl et 
Wiail that does not fret pass through the 
official channels. 

Crespo's guerrillos are in possession of a 
greater part of the coast, and the mountain 
passes about Caracas are honcycombed with 
them.

ts said that the owners of distillery cat- 
tle intend holding them tothe middle of 
July, but l think « substantial Improye- 
ment during the next week or so would go 
a long wey towards changing thelr minds 
in this respect. Of course these remarks 
about poor cattle do not refer to the cattle 
which have already arrived on the other 
slde, They were of extra good quality, and 
when they did not make money none others 
will. 
Tho Montroal Stock Yards company ro- 
port the market at thelr yards for the woek 
as followa :—Medlum rocelpts of cattle for 
the weck ab these yards. Some trade in 
export stock ; but owing to bad csbles re- 
celved from British markets prices wero 
weaker.

The following particulars regarding the 
acoldent which occurred yoaterday near 
OCampbeliford, have been obtained :

for use throughout the season. 

Carbonateof copperin suspension —When 
the copper is to be used in suspension, in- 
atead of adding the ammonta to the sedl- 
ment, add water until the whole quantity Ja 
mado op to 6 quarts, Stir this thoroughly 
until the sediment ts completely suspended 
(entirely mixed throughout), and pour the 
thick quid into a suitable jar, when {t will 
bo ready for use. 

Before using, shake the contents thor 
oughly, so that all the sediment may be 
evenly distributed in the water. Pour out

June 3.—A sensation has been 
caused at the French Foreign Office by 
the announcement, made by M. Mager, 
the newly-clected member of the Supreme 
Council for the Colonies, that the British 
gunboat Redbrsast bad arrived at the Sey

presence, presented these letters, The 
perusal of them threw the timid and in- 
valid monarch into extreme terror. The 
palace was full of rumors ; all was agitation 
and alarm ; the streets were like a camp.

Tt ls past midnight, and two o'clock in 
the morning, far enough from sunset and

either side in masonry of sapphire, for God 

can make a wall aa solid out of water as 
ont of gravite, and the trowols with which 
these two walls were built were none the 
leas: powerful beeause invisible. Such walls 
had never before been lifted. When I saw 
the waters of the Red Sea rolling through 
the Sue¢ Canal, they were blue and beauti- 
ful and flowing like other waters, but to- 
night, as the Egyptians look up to them 
built into walls, now on one side and now 
on the other, thoy must have been frown 
ing waters, for it was probable that. the 
same power that lifted them up might sud 
denly fling them préstrate.

To this 
was added tho angoyance of sensational 
rumors constantly placed in circulation as 
to his being secretly working to accomplish 
Mr, Harrison's defeat and at the same time 
encouraging bis friends to pursue a similar 
‘course, Without any reference to the truth- 
sibility or practicability of these 
rently had a perceptible 
effect upon the President’s personal friends 
and most intimate admirers. ‘The 
feoling daily grew upon Mr. Blaino 
that be was regarded with — sus- 
picion and distrust, that the friends of the 
administration practically considered bim

Blaine'’s unexpected statement that it was 
useless to continue the present negotiations, 
for the reason that he was about to sever his 
official relations with the Government. 

It is said further that this announcement 
was a great surprise to the other mombers 
of the conference. At any rate the dolibora- 
tions were brought to a sudden close and 
tbe Canadian Commissioners were passen- 
gers on the afternoon train bound for the 
Domivion capital. Persons who saw them 
at their hotel prior to their departure say 
they woreina very unpleasant frame of 
mind and were quite free in stating that they 
had not been fairly treated by the adminis- 
tration. 

Mr. Blnine’s letter to the President is 
dated June 4, 1802, 12.45 p.m. It therefore 
must have been ‘written almost directly 
after the British Minister and his confreres 
had left Mr. Blaine’s office, which had been

Om Crry, June 6:—A day full of oxcite- 
ment and harrowing scenes bas closed here, 
and thousanis have been seeking forthe 
dead and the sufferers, All along 
the burning section can be sco groups of 
porsons still hunting for their d ones, 
They do not scem to weary or despair, but 
dig into accumulations of filth and rabbish 
with bare and bleeding hands, For many 
of them the work will be without 
result, as it is now certain many 
of the bodies have either been 
burned to cinders or sweptinto flood and 
far away. At a lato hour to-night 67 
bodies had been taken from the ruins, and 
this practically ends the work 
searchers till to-morrow, 

It is estimated that the loss of life will 
reach at least 150, and many put the

winter months, as a result of which wo have 
distributed 179 article of clothing, some of 
which were garments mado over, others 
mended andin yarlons ways prepared to 
protect the suffering, of whioh the greater 
number were children. We, asa ciclo, 
wish to thank those who have assisted us 
in different ways; some with cast-off 
clothing, others with new goods, canned 
fruit, &e, avd In soveral iostances with 
money. 

Everythiog is placed in the hands of the 
“Rellef Committzo,” who, when a case of 
destitution is heard of, visit the family, as- 
cortain its condition, and supplies ure fur- 
nished accordingly. 

Last May a jitele three year-old girl was 
placed in our charge. Afcor keeping her 
about three weeks, we succeeded in placing 
her fn a good christian home, where she 
was visited {ao January. We aro satisfied 
that she is properly cared for. For legal 
advice and survices tendered In this trans- 
action wo foel deeply gratefal, 

We alao took chargo of two eick porsons 
who were without holp or means of cura, 
and placed them in the hospital, whore they 
had proper medical attendance, 

Our cirole, in connection with the Ktng’s 
Sons of Bridge St. church, vill sonds its 
representatives to slug, read and pray with 
the Inmates of the gaol, Wo believe that 
by our regular Sanday morolng visits and 
our ‘Gaol Circulatlog Library,” we dosome 
good to the poor bolngs incarcerated thore- 
in.

Spoke for an Hour, 

Mr. McCarthy spoke for about an hour 
in support of his motion. He contended 
that Parliament was wrong in passing the 
Redistribution Act of 1882, and wanted to 
know why the House should not now do 
right. He confessed that he had been 
amongst the sinners in 1882, but thought 
that, asthe Government hada two-thirds 
majority at its back now, it could afford to 
do right, and ought to undo what it hod 
previously done. He analyzed tho bill 
yefore the House at length, pointing out 
that it did not equalize population, as in 
the Province of Ontario there were 12 con- 
stituencies containing an aggregate of 118, 
000 in excess of what the poptilation should 
be estimated on tho unit of representation, 
while there were olso 21 constituencies 
which fell very far below the same unit 
‘Thus one-third of the constituencies in the 
province were cither above or below the 
average, and so the representation was not 
equal, In the Province of Quebec there 
were 32 constituencies below the average 
and 13 above. 

He considered that this established the 
necessity, not for changing the boundaries 
of the two electoral districts as was propos- 
ed in the bill, but for a genoral redistribu- 
tion of the Provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bec.

Opium Smugglers Caught. 


A Toronto Lawyer and a Canadian Jadgo's 
Son the Prisoner, 


Niagara Fatts, N. Y., Jane 6,—One of 
tho largest hauls of smuggled; oplam and 
one of the cleveres> captures of smugglers 
was effected thls morning at Lewiston by 
several officers of the custom house force. 
Two men who gave fictltlous names, with 
four satchels containing between 50 and 60 
pounds of oplum, were placed under arrest

Proposed International Miners’ Wedora 


tion to Secure the Boon. 
Loxpon, Juno 9,—The International 
Minors’ conference. was opened at Westmin- 
ster yesterday, Mr. Burt presiding. There 
wore present eight Belgian delegates, ropre- 
senting 97,000 miners; four French dele 
ates, representing 23,000 miners; and four 
jorman and Austraan delegates, ropresent- 
ing 227,000 miners, besides 62 English dele- 
gates, It was unanimously agreed to form 
an international federation of miners desir- 
ous of joining the eight-hour movement.

A CALM FOLLOWS THE STORM. 


The Resumed Debate on the Redistribu- 
tion Bill Was Decidedly Dull. 


Orrawa, Juno 8,—After last night’s little 
‘‘unpleasantness” between Mr, Haggart 
and Mr, McCarthy to-day’s debate on the 
Redistribution Bil has been decidedly flat.

Attacked The Major, 

In the course of his remarks ho took a 
fling at Major Hughes, who, he said, had 
been a Liberal and had ridden a white 
horse at the head of 4 procession in honor 
of Mr. Mowat, who had just returned from 
England after winning the boundary award 
case from Sir John Macdonald. The hon. 
member said that Mr, Hughes had joined 
the Conservative Party for selfish motives. 

This fetched the fighting major 
to his feet ond he  stoutly 
denied that he had joined the Conservative 
party for personal ends. He had left the 
Liberal party because it had sold itself to 
the Roman Catholics, and he charged the 
member for Huron (Mr. McDonald) 
with having got his information from ‘‘a 
Toronto Fenian” with whom he had been 
sitting in the Spoaker’s gallery, alluding to 
the second registrar, Mr. Poter Ryau, who 
had been in the House. 

Mr, Coatsworth made a short but good 
speech, and was followed by Mr. Semple, 
who was speaking at midnight.

‘*NOT ON CALYARY.” 

Tho longer we live the more thoroughly 
do we become convinced that thore would 
be more actual and aotlve religion in the 
world if there were a great deal loss written 
and talked about {t. A large proportion 
of the prevailing Infidelity, ranging from 
incipient doubt to poaltive disbollef, arises 
not from the inherent discrepancies of the 
Ohrietian record, or even from the Insidious 
attacks of avowed infidels, bub from the 
attempts of well-meaning but mistaken 
Individuals to explain Isolated passages of 
scripture, which taken along with the con- 
tex as parts of the whole, need no expla- 
nation whatever. 

Tn this opinion we are strongly confirmed 
by the porasal of the work before us, the 
glab of which {s an attempt to prove that 
the redemption of man was not effected by 
the sacrifice on Onlvary, but by the tempta- 
tion in the wilderness. Now to our mind ff 
the sorlptures teach anything, thelr doo- 
trine Is that the redemption of man was 
not accomplished by any alngle incldent of 
the Redeemer's carthly carver, but by the 
total aggregate phoblosby: persecution and 
humiliation which he had to undergo, and 
which was consummated by the painful and 
ignom{nlous death ypon tho oross, 

For thia reason, thon, while wo glve the 
agthor of thls treatise credit for earnest- 
ness and alngleness of purpose, we cannot 
join in the high aulogiams so lavishly pass- 
ed upon bis work in many quarters, as we 
honestly belleve that, lastead of settling 
men’s minds, and dispelling doubt, ib is 
more calculated to disturb bollof and sug- 
geat difficulties which otherwing might not 
have been entertained,

to fayor the adoption of the anclont Orlen- 
tal dootrine of Ormozd and Abrimancs, 
the good and evil prinolples, contending for 
the dominton of the world—a doctrine ta 
whioh the formulas of many of our modern 
churches appear to owe moro than thelr 
orthodox professors would be Inclined to 
admlt.—Com.

til October, During June it will move 
eastward among tlie stars; during July and 
August weatward, and then eastward again. 
Daring the four months from Jupe 1 it will 
describe @ large loop in’ the: ¢onatellation 
Capricorn and will then move rapidly in a 
northeasterly direction in nearly a straight 
line, acroas the constellation Aquarius and 
Pisces. At the end’of the year the planot 
will be in the latter constellation.

»pposition of Mars this year is partic ularly 
favorable on account of its nearness to the 
earth. It is not .since 1877 that it has 
approached so near, It was ‘thon that the 
moons of Mars wore” discover It is 
hoped that the observations w hich will be 
made this summer: will throw much light 
onthe many unsettled questions concern 
ing its physical condition and also that ac- 
curate data may be obtained) for 4 more 
preciso determination of the solar parallax, 
or in other words, of the earth's mean dis- 
tance from the sun. 

Jupiter is a morning star, For 
time this planet Has licen too near the san 
to bb seen, but now the distance has in 
creased so much that it may be  scen fairly 
well for an hour or two in the morning. 
Jupiter: will be in conjunction with the 
moon on the morning of June 19. The 
mooi Will pass about (one Hegrée north of 
the planet. 

Saturn is now in good: position for obser- 
vation. During the evening hours of June 
the planet may be found in the southwest, 
about one-third of the way from the hori- 
zon to the zenith. The rings still have 
their edges nearly towards «tlie carth, so 
that they cannot be seen to advantage. 
They will begin to open- somewhat in the 
Tattor part of June, and from/tha® time on 
will come into better position for observa- 
tion’ Saturn's disc is crossed by faint 
dusky markings: parallel to the planet's 
equator, They are so faint that only large 
telescopesrshow them. Somme spots on the 
disc were seen last year, buts none have 
been reported this year, at least none of 
sufficient distinctness to enable the rotation 
period of the planct to be determined from 
them. 

Uranus is in the constellation Virgo, and 
is moving slowly westward among the 
stars.

The Amerionn Charged tn London with 
Poisoning Two Girls 


Loxpon, June 13.—There

that he wauted £1500 to suppress 
evidence proving that Dr, Harper's son 
had poisoned Alice Marsh and Emma 
Shrivell, the two girls whose death from 
strychnine poisoning caused a sensation 
here. 

Young Harper, who isa studentat St 
Thomas Hospital, where the gitls were 
taken after it was discoverud that they 
were poisoned, testified, and he ognized 
Neill a8 a man who had lodged for several 
months in the same house with him, but 
with whom ho had never exchanged a word. 


Vamaging Evidence, 

Emily Sleaper, a daughter of Neill’s land- 
lady, gaye some important testimony. She 
said that Neill stated to hor that he came 
from Quebec., On one occasion he showed 
her a case of Pills, and she saw a box full 
of golatine ocapeulos in a in 
room. After/tho publication of the facts in 
connection with the poisoning of the Marah 
and Shrivoll girls Neill had conversed with 
heron the subject. He had questioned her 
regarding the movements of young Harper, 
und he had also entered Harper's room 
during the latter’s absence and inspected 
his books. 

The prisoner was remanded until June 20. 
Bail was refused.

Another Girl Poisoned. 


The Star Saturday says that another girl 
named Matilda Clover died suddenly last 
October. She had suffered agony from in- 
ternal pains, and certain incidents in con- 
nection with her death led to the suspicion 
that she had beon murdered.

The motive for killing 
the girls is unknown, and there is no clue 
as to the man. Six and three.quarter 
grains of the poison were found in the 
stomach and viscera of the Marsh girl and 
not quite two grainsin the Sbrivell girl. 
One grain of strychnine is afntal dose for 
an adult person,

The Largest Salling Ship. 


Sho Is Bullt of Steol—The Amerioan Shenan- 
doab. 


From the Iron Age. 

The sailing ship ‘* Marla Rickmers,” re- 
contly launched at the Russell yards at Port 
Glasgow, Scotland, ts claimed to be the 
largest sailing ship in tho world. She ts 
376 feeb long, with a breadth of beam of 48 
feet, draws 25 feet of water, aod has over 
30 feot depth of hold. Her net tonnage {s 
8,822 and over double that in carrying ca- 
pacity. She fs built of steel, with a double 
bottom all fore and aft, with a deep midship 
tank for carrying water ballast. She Is 
rigged as a five masted bark. 

‘As compared with the Lean ship 
Shenandoah, the Marla Rickmers is 60 
feet longer, 1 foot less beam and has the 
same draft as the Shenandoah. At the 
same timo, she carries nearly 4,000 more 
yards of canvas and has a much larger ton- 
nage. Tho Shenandoah Is now the third 
largest salling vessel {n the world, although 
undoubtedly the largeat sailing vessel 
afloat. The nearest competitor to the 
Marla Rickmers {s the huge five-masted 
salling ship La France, which {s the same 
length, 375 feet, js 1 foob wider, but has 
loss draft and {sin net tonnage 220 tons 
less, eee eet I

Oonsldering the clear grasp 
the Minister bas of the Canadian position, 
and the ability with which he can reason Ib 
ont, it might almoab have been expected 
that he would have been chosen as the lead- 
ing British counsel rather than as one of 
the arbitrators. But, altting asan arbitra- 
tor, he will have what he could not have as 
counsel, namely, a volco in the determina- 
tlon reachod ; and tho fact that he will havo 
this voloe relieves Groat Britain of any foar 
that after all la over the Oanadian Govern- 
mont may still complain, 

Moreover, In the higher capacity {in 
whioh he ts to act, he will bo In possibly a 
botter position to influence the result by 
argument, There sre to be ln all seven 
arbitrators. Tho United States appoints 
two, Great Britain two, and the President 
of France, the King of Italy and the King 
of Sweden one each. All points are to be 
decided by vote, the majority rullog. 1b 
fs evident that tho Kuropean arbitrators, 
all of whom are to be jurlate of high stand- 
{ng, will hold the balance of power, Thelr 
doolsion will be governed by the reasoning 
which the British and United States arbl- 
trators add to that presented by counsel.

May Bring About, 

Sr. Paut, Minn., June 15.—Albion W, 
Tourgeo said yesterday: ‘‘If there is nota 
marked change in the attitude of the 
country toward the colored race we shall 
have within the next 10 years a massacre 
such as has not been paralleled since the 
French revolution. Iam amazed that the 
mogro has been so pationt under the intense 
perseoution which he has had to endure. 
Since the proclamation of emancipation 
there have been more colored men murdered 
by whites in tho south than there have 
been days in all the years which have 
elapsed, and yet in this fearful array of 
crimes justice has avenged only four. ‘The 
persecution which is showered upon the 
negro in the south knows no amelioration. 
The Christidu Church endorses slavery and 
has transmitted to its adherents the hatred

The Car Works Destroyed by Fire. 


Fireman Ipjared.—An Interesting Budget 
of General News. 
(From our own Correspondent. ) 
Deseronto, June 14, '92. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock this evening, fire 
was discovered in the Deseronto car works, 
In a very short time the greater par of the 
building was in flames. The fire brigade 
lost no time,and quickly had several stroams 
of water playing upon the building, but the 
works soon became a prey to the flames and 
were totally consumed, together with large 
quantities of valuable machinery, lumber, 
&c. A few piles of lumber adjoining the 
bullding were burned. Part of the con- 
struction shed, which was attached to the 
works, was sayed. Inthe shed was a coach 
undergoing repairs ; 1b was badly scorched. 
Loas estimated at from $15,000 to $17,000, 
which {s covered by Insurance. 

Ib was fortunate that this morning's hea- 
vy wind did not prevail at the time, or the 
cedar mill, grist mill, and chemical works 
would have been In great danger. Several 
of the firomon were slightly singed, and a 
man named Gibson had his ankle badly 
sprained, 

Abt noon to-day the fire alarm sounded,, 
A tank of tar at the chemical works became 
ignited, but was soon extinguished, with 
very little damage. L|

Something About Balaclava. 

One of the Balaclava voterans gives his 
reminiscences, in the Nineteenth Century, 
of the famous charge, and the following 
extract gives one a fair Idea of that bistorio 
event :—We had not broke Into the charg- 
{ng pace when poor ola John Lee, my 
right-hand man on the flank of the rogi- 
ment, was all bub amashed by a shell; he 
gave my arm a twich, as with a strange 
amile on his worn old tace he qoletly sald, 
“Domino | chum,” and fell out of the sad- 
dle, His old groy mare kept alongelde of 
me for some distance, treading on and 
tearlog out her entrails as sho galloped, till 
ab length she dropped with a strange shriek, 
I have mentioned that my comrade, Peter 
Marsh, was my left-hand man ; next beyond 
him was Private Dadley. The explosion 
of a shell had swept down four or five men 
on Dudley's left, aad I heard him ask Marsh 
{f he had noticed ‘what s hole thatp—— 
shell had made" on his left front. ‘‘Hold 

our foul-mouthed tongue,” answered 

‘eter, **swearlng like a blackguard, when 
you may be knocked Into eternity next 
minute!” Just then J got a musket ball 
throngh my right koee, avd another In tho 
ahio, and my horse had three bullet wounds 
inthe neck. Man and horse wore bleeding 
ao fast that Marsh begged me to fall out ; 
but I wonld not, poluting out that in a few 
minutes we must be Into them, and ao J 
sont my spurs well homo, and faced ft oub 
with my comrades. 1b was about this time 
that (Sergeant Talbot had his head clean 
carried off by a round shot ; yet for about 
thirty yards further the headlos body kept 
the saddle, the lance abt the charge firmly 
gripped undortho righbarm. My narra: 
tive may seem barren of Incidents of the 
charge ; bat amid the crash of shells and 
the whistlo of bullets, the cheers and the 
dying cries of comrades, the sonse of por- 
sona! danger, the pafn of wounds, and the 
coasuming passfon to reach an enemy, he 
must bean exceptional man who Is cool 
enough and curious enough to be lookin 
soronely about him for what patntors cal 
“local color.” I had a good deal of ‘local 
color" bub It was running down the leg of 
my overalls from my wounded knoe,

The Food of the Coming Man. 

Prof. W. O. Atwater, the chemist, in an 
instructive article in the Forom for June, 
points out the curious fact that, in the e: 
traordinary applications of dclenée to prac- 
tical problems.in recent years, one of the 
most important fundamental problows has 
been strangely overlooked, viz., the sclen- 
tific study of food. The comitig man will 
uvoid four mistakes that are now largely 
made: (I) he will not buy as expensive 
kinds of food as aro now generally bent, 
because some of the least expensive foods 
ara the most natritive and palatable ; (2) 
with further seientific information the com- 
ing man will value foods in proportion to 
their nutritive qualities ; (3) if goods ure 
bought and eaten with reference to their 
nutritive qualities, und not to mere fashion 
or habit, it would require a much less quan- 
tity to keep a man in his best working con- 
dition thaw is now generally consumed ; (4) 
there will be a srevolution’ wrought. in the 
present way of cooking, which is both 
wasteful and primitive and far behind our 
advancement in ulmost every other art. 

Professor Atwater gives the results of 
practical studies in diets mado to show 
Uhese conclusions. And he asks: ‘‘Has 
man yet reached his highest development t 
The poorer classes of people—and few of us 
realize how numerous they are—the world 
over are scantily nourished, The majority 
of mankind live on a nutritive plane far be- 
low that with which we are familiar, We 
may hope for the best culture, not of the 
intellectuul powers, but of the higher Chris- 
tian graces in the minds and hearts of mer 
in proportion us the care of their bodies is 
provided for. Hoppily, with advance of 

nowledge comes tho improvement of ma+ 

terial conditions. May we not hope that 
the future development of our race will 
bring that provision for physical wante 
which is requisite for the best welfare ‘of 
mind and soul ?”

Enthusiasm of Ton Thousnud Dele- 


gates 


Bewvast, June 18,—The great Ulster 
convention to consider the negative sido of 
the Home Rule question was hold in this 
city Friday. Work was gonorally suspend 
ed, the shops and “houses being decorated 
with flage and bunting and mottoes oxpres- 
sive of the Ulsterites’ daplaration for Goy- 
ernment rule in preforente to an Irish 
liament. From early morning the atree 
were crowded, not only with citizens of 
Belfast but with thousand of persons who 
came in from all parts of the province. 

The proceedings were opened with a 
prayer by His Grace the Primate of All 

reland, after which the 46uh Psalm, ‘God 
is Our Refuge and Our Strength,” was read. 

Sir William Ewart proposed the follow- 
ing resolutions, which were adopted: 

The Resolutions Passed 

1 That we avow our fixed 
retain unchanged our present 
as an integral portion of the 
Kingdom, and to protest in the most 
unequivocal manner against the pass- 
age of any measure that would rob us of 
our 1aheritance in the Imperial Parliament, 
under the protection of which our capital 
has been invested and our homes and rights 
safeguarded, 

2. That we record our determination to 
have nothing to do with a Parliament cer- 
tain tu be controlled by men responsible for 
the crime and outrage of the Land League, 
the dishonesty of the Plan of Campaign, 
and the cruelties of boycotting, many of 
whom have shown themselves the ready if- 
struments of clerical domination. 

3. That we deelare to the people of 
Great Britain our conviction that the at- 
tempts to set up such a parliament in Ire- 
land will invariably result in disorder, 
violence and bloodshed such as have not 
been expericnved in this century, and an- 
nounce our resolve to take no part in th 
election or the proceedings of such a parlia- 
ment, the authority of which, should it 
ever become constituted, we shall be forced 
to repudiate.

TRYING TO CURE HIM 


How They Treat the Grand Dake for 
Palmonary Disense, 

Sr. Pererssurc, June 18 —The Grand 
Duke George, the Czar's second son, who 
ever since his enforced return through ill- 
ness trom his Indian tour has been under 
medical treatment for pulmonary disease, 
has been passing the winter at Abbase 
Himan-on-the-Caucasus, A private letter 
from that place states that His Imperial 
Highness is undergoing a most remarkable 
course of. treatment. ‘Tho walls in his 
appointment are bare and unpapered, the 
furniture is of plain wood or cane without 
upholstery or stuff covering of any kind, 
and his bed consists only of tho thinnest of 
mattresses. Throughout the winter only a 
very moderate fire has been kept up, while 
the windows of the Grand Duke's rooms 
have beencontinuously open. His attend- 
ants have suffered dreadfully from the cold, 
but his medical advisers hold that this low 
temperature is very beneficial to their Im- 
perial patient, as ittends to destroy the 
pacillus and prevent the formation of 
tubercles. They maintain that the pro- 
gress of the disease has been arrested, and 
express hopes that, if the treatment which 
they prescribe is persevered with, theGrand 
Duke will have completely recovered in 
two years’ time,

A Young Moxican Girl Is Sentenced to Be 
Shot. 

Texas, June 18.—F, M. 
Hartner, an American gauged in the mer- 
cantile business in Guaymas, Sonoro, 
Mexico, has just arrived here. He states 
that the wildest excitenient exists among 
the ignorant classes of Mexicans through- 
out the State of Sonoro over the arrest and 
conyiction of Teresa Urrea, the celebrated 
Saint of Cacheora, by the diatrict judge at 
Guaymas. Saint Teresa was arrested throo 
weeks ago by a detachment of soldiers, who 
escorted her and her aged father, Thomas 
Urroa, to Guaymas.

asa closed door immediately excites his

Tho King is always dressed in black, His 
beard is very long and thick, and ho will 
not allow it to be trimmed. He is extremely 
fond of cigarets and smokes more than 30 
aday. Every timo he lights a cigaret=he 
burns a whole box of matches and seems to 
enjoy the noise and the flame. 


RIOT AT A'BULL’FIGHT. 


Crowd and the Crowd 
he Mayor, 

Maprip, June 20.—A riotous demon: 
stration was made by a crowd that attend- 
eda bull fight at Linares, Tho spectators 
were not satisfied with the way the fight 
was conducted, and demanded ~ that’ more 
horses be put in the ring. The mayor re- 
fused, the crowd thereupon’ pelted him 
and the bull-fighters with bottles,sticks and 
dirt. The-fighters hastily left, the ring 
was immediately invaded by the crowd. The 
bull which had been intended to furnish sport 
for tha crowd was still in the arena. He 
became infuriated and charged directly 
into the imiddlo of the mob, Men were 
caught upon his horns and tossed in every 
direction. One man was badly gored and 
then tossed against the woodwork with 
such violence that he was killed. It was 
some time before the infuriated animal was 
overpowered by the bullfighters. While the 
trouble in the ring was going on the 
Mayor ordered the Civic Guard to clear 
the inclosure with their bayonets. They 
looked at the animalin the ring tossing 
men abou and then ‘refused to obey the 
orders of the mayor. The latter then fled 
from from the bull-ring. The rioters, with 
shouts and yells, started after him. ‘The 
mayor managed to reach the prefecture 
ahead of his pursuers and passing through 
the building reached thé barracks, where 
he was protected by the soldiers. The riot 
was not quelled till nightfall.

MYTHS ABOUT MINING. 


Story of an Ilusive 
Horrible Und 


ey of Gold and the 
or Dwarf. 

“Among the strange and weird domons 
and bogies which are believed by miners to 
haunt the workings underground not the 
Jonst horrible is the Ladder Dwarf,” said 
a former prospector. ‘'I never saw the crea: 
ture myself, but he is described as hunch: 
backed, with a short body, Jarge head and 
enormously long and powerful arms. In 
fact, he resembles an exaggerated gorilla, 
His favorite trick is climbing the ladders 
by means of which the miners leave the 
mines, raising himself with his long arms, 
and, as he passes the rungs kicking them 
out one by one. He is supposed to always 
do this just before un accident of some kind 
in the mine, 

‘In the mines of Mexico formerly the de- 
scent and ascent of the shafts were made 
by the aid of tree trunks, with notches cut 
out of them, in which the laborers rested 
the great toc asthey stepped from one to the 
other. Tho demon in such places was be- 
lieved:to have on each big toe a huge nail 
or claw, with which he would’ gouge out 
the pieces on which the feet of the miner's 
rested. According to either legend the 
fiend always left tho ladders or tree trunks 
after having destroyed their usefulness to 
tantalize the unfortunate men who wero 
thus imprisoned. Another Mexican super: 
stition, ls common among miners in that 
country, relates to the ‘gold snakes.’ This 
species of serpent is perfectly harmless and 
very handsome, being green in color with 
golden iridescence in its scales, Faith is 
entertained that wherever a gold snake 
makes its neat there is a ledge containing 
the precious metal, and there are many 
miners who will locate a claim at once if 
they find a gold snake, 

“The story of the famous treasure of the 
“Madre d'Oro’ is an old one. It comes from 
the Aztecs of Mexico. Somewhere in south- 
eastern Arizona there is a small valley, 
about five miles long and two miles wide, 
walled in by towering mountains,..|Tho 
sides are so precipitous that it is impossible 
to climb down them, and there is only one 
entrance, through a cave, which is carefully 
hidden by Indians, who guard the treasure 
for the second coming of Montezuma. It 
is said that even among thei the entrance 
is only known to the three most aged men, 
and is never communicated except when, 
on the death of one, it is necessary to give 
the knowledge into the keeping of another. 
Tho valley itself, though surrounded by in- 
hospitable rocks, is a paradise, Watered 
by the stream which flows through it, its 
soil is covered with flowers and beautiful 
trees, through the branches of which flit 
bright-hued birds. The only reptiles seen 
are the gold snakes, with their glittering 
greenish yellow scales. 

“Stretching across the valley from one 
side to the other is a ledge of pure gold, 
its masses of virgin metal gleaming and 
glistening in the sunlight. It is said to ba 
five feet, ten feet, fifty feet, 100 feet wide. 
The gold lies in it in great veins and nug- 
gets, imbedded in clear quartz, the sharp 
angles of which glitter in the sunlight like 
gigantic diamonds, Across the ledge the 
stream flows, formifig a little waterfall, 
below which the nuggets of gold can be 
secn in the water and out, Gold in the 
ledge, gold in the scales of snakes, gold in 
the stream, gold in the birds, gold, gold, 
gold, gold, is the refrain of the golden story. 

“The fearful precipices. which surround 
the place, the strange ceremonies and hor- 
rid bangets which have served to keep the 
secret safe, the tribe of Aztecs, living only 
to preserve for their mysterious ruler this 
treasure-house of nature, have all aided: in 
giving to the story its ‘strunge intérest. 
Small wonder is it that the pulse should 
quicken and tho eyef grow bright as you 
hear the tale from the lips of men «who 
more than half believe it. The lonely doser’ 
surrounding you, with the tall cacti looking 
like ghosts in the half, moonlight; the 
long-drawn- melancholy of the cayote's 
howl; the progpector’s fire of grease wood, 
the men with their rough clothing and 
quaint language, oll vanish as you listen, 
and in imagination you aro transported to 
the wonderful valley in which is the ‘Madre 
d'Oro,’ tho ‘Mother of Gold.” 

“Nor are they content to tell the story 
as an Indian legend, They cite instances 
of white men who haye seen tho place, who 
havo desconded into the Valley in some way 
and returne’l with all the gold they could 
carry. Tho location of the spot is alwaya 
in n dangerous Indian country. 1 have 
been told twice that it was in the Chircahus 
Mountains. It is always said to hayo been 
found merely hy nocident by men who were 
either hunting or prospecting for ledges, 
about the only two occupations which will 
make unscientific men climb the mountains. 
It can only be seen from the upper ond and 
attor the morning mists in tho Valley have 
oloared sway, Thon, as one stands on the 
rugged peaks and looks down, he soca the 
groat lodgo spanning tho valley below him, 
the virgin metal glittering in tho sunlight, 
and ho knows that he has betore him the 
place of which he has hoard so much and 
dreamed so ofte Washington Star.

Idlers! Influence on the Labor Problem. 

Perhaps the very worst influence of the 
idlers, however, is to be found in the effect 
of the spectacle of their lives on what is 
called ‘‘the labor problem.’ “The labor 
problem’ is really tho. problem of making 
the manual laborers of the world content 
with their lot. In iny judgmont thie is an 
insoluble problem. No discoveries of in- 
ventions will wyer solve it as long as popu- 
lation continues to presa close on the 
available products of human industry. The 
causes of the dissatisfaction of the masses 
with their condition may change from age 
to age, but tho dissatisfaction will continue, 
and the blame will be always laid on those 
who linyve a larger share of the world’s 
goods than others. But there is no ques 
liun that t existing discontent is, 
and not unreasonably, aggravated by the 
spectacle of th ijoyment by the growing 
idle class f the of the 
social political organizations, with 
out any ribation worth mention 
to the trouble and cost of maintaining 
these organizations. The taxes paid by. the 
annuitant or rentier class aro but a trifling 
roturn in reality for the security they pos- 
sess for person and property. The work 
ers of the worl provide them with police, 
with courts of justice, aud means of travel, 
in short, every agency which makes their 
enjoyment possible, for sums in cash which 
they would hardly pay to a poor club. 
Reasonably or unreasonably, the masscs 
resent this more and more. It gives mere 
envy an air of respectability and rational- 
ity. They say that even ifu good defence 
may be made for inequality of conditions 
based on inequality of capacity and ser- 
vices, there ought not in truly democratic 
communities be any people who render no 
servico at all, and who allow others to till, 
and spin and weave, and police, and tight, 
and teach, and invent and disc plough 
the seas and dig the mines for them, while 
they look on ond draw their quarterly divi- 
dends and spend them in childishnesa; that 
we shall never have social peace till every 
man has 4 fair share of the social burdens,

The coat of alcoholics prescribed In in- 
firmaries promises to prove an elemeut for 
f0od In the non-alcoholic medication prob- 
lem. Some thrifty Britons have been feel- 
Ing that the liquor bills for these institu. 
tlons were a heavy burden upon tax-payers, | 
and, to test the matter, Alderman Ste. 
phens, of Newcastle on-Tyne, has collected 
statistics upon this polnt from alxty seven 
hospitals and Infirmaries In the United 
Kingdom. The average cost per patient 
for liquors varies from 7s. 10}d. in » small 
infirmary at Elgin, to Nix, as given In the 
records for the London Temperance Hosp!- 
tal, whore, with 753 patients, not o farth- 
{og ls expended for alcoholics, Next to tb 
stands tho groat Swansea hospital, with 
3,952 patients, where the average expendi- 
ture per patient per year Is coe one and 
three-fourths pence. Had It prescrlbed the

TRADE WITH CANADA 


The President's Message Laid lHefore the 
United States Sonate and Keferred. 

WaAsnrncTon, June 21,—A message from 
the President in relation to reciprocal 
trade with (Canada was laid before the 
Senate.and referred. 

Tho State paper is an answer to a reso- 
lation of Feb. 24 last, calling for iuforma- 
tion relative to the reciprocity negotiations 
with Canada. 

In itthe President sounds the knoll of 
that project by deliberately, in offect, re- 
commending that Congress proceed to re- 
taliate upon the Dominion for its persistent 
denial of the rights of American citizens 
(guaranteed by the treaty of Washington) 
in connection with the navigation of Cana- 
dian canals, 

The message concludes: 

“In view of the fact that the Canadian 
commissioners still contest with us the 
claim that the canal tolls are discriminat 
ing and insist that they constitmte no letter 
or spirit of article 27 of the treaty it would 
seom appropriate that if the 
view held by the Executive is approved, 
should with deliberation and yet with 
promptness take such steps as may be 
necessary to secure the just rights of our 
citizens.’

Horse-Feeding Experiments, 
Balletin 13 of the Utah Experimont Sta- 
tion reports the results of a foeding trial of 
horses by the director, Prof. J.W. Sanborn, 
viz , feeding horses hay and grain mixed, 
and feeding cut agalnat whole hay to horses. 
It ls a common bellef with horsemen that 
when grain,especially meal, and particularly 
such as corn meal, ts fed to horses alone or 
mixed with hay, tb tends to compact In the 
stomach and produce Indigestion. 1t ts be- 
Neved that 1p so far compacts that the gas- 
tric julces do nob have froe access to the 
masas of ft. Farthermore, it Is belleved to 
be subject more to the washing influence of 
heavy drinking. In the latter respoct It ts 
kaown that the horse’s stomach is very 
emall, and that grain Is liable to be washed 
oud of 1b, as the stomach necessarily over- 
flows with water. 

Prof, Sanborn [ed two lots of horses for 
nearly three months, one with hay and 
grain mixed, and the other with hay and 
grain soparately. Ab the end of this perlod 
the food was reversed, aud the horses were 
fed some two months more, It was found 
that horses showed no disadvantage by the 
division of the grain and hay into separate 
feeds over foedlog hay mixed with grain. 
Indeed, tn this trial he found a disadvan- 
tego for the horses on the hay and grain 
mixed, they not malntaing their welght os 
woll. The author ascribed this result to 
the fact that the tlmothy hay when cat fine 
with {ts sharp solld ends irritated and made 
sore the mouths of the horses, and possibly 
induced too rapid eating, as when tho hay 
and grain wero molat they would be more 
Ikely to oat more rapidly than when fod 
dry. 

Tho second trial covered feeding cut 
sgainet whole hay to horses, This trial also 
covered two perlods fu which the foods 
wore reversed with the sets In order to do 
termine whether any change of welghts 
found was duo to the Individualism of the 
horses, This trial was deoclalvely in favor 
of the cut bay, The difference tn welght of 
the horses was 115 pounds In favor of out 
clover for the four months and s half covor- 
ed by this porlod. The food fod was clover, 
and the author points out the fact that 
clover hay and lucerne, unlike timothy hay, 
do nob present snarp, solld cutting edgos. 
The results are dociatve, and in accord with 
thoso of a trial made by tho Indiana 
Experiment Station with cattle, Direo- 
tor Sanborn polnts oud the fact, that 
these trials, covering noarly ao yoar's 
time with four horses, showed that 
horses consume practically the same quant!- 
ty of food that cattle do whon high fod, and 
rendors Ib somewhat clear that horses make 
as oconomical s uso of hay and grain an do 
cattlo—aleo calls attentlon to the fact that 
the practtoe of charging moro for pasturoge 
of horses whore grooming 18 nob Involved Is 
not woll founded. Ho also shows that loss 
food was oaton during tho hob months than 
during the cooler months, and partloalarly 
that tho horses ate less grain during the hot 
months than daring the cooler months.

burg. Previous to his departure, he dictated 
to bis stenographer the tollowing farewell 
sormon, to be read by the vast and widely 
scattored audiences whom it is his weekly 
privilege to address through the medium of 
the newspaper press.

Doparture! That is a word used only 
twice in all the Bible.

It is used in navigation to describe tho dis- 
tance between two meridians passing 
through the extremities of a course, Ivisa 
word} Baye recently heard applied to my 
departure from America to Europe for a 
preaching tour to last until September, In 
a smaller and. less significant sense than 
that implied in the text Ican say, “The } 
time of my departure is athand.” Through 
the printing press I address this sermon to 
my readers all the world over, and when 
thoy read it I will be mid-ocean, and unless 
something new happens in my marine ex- 

s I will be in no condition to preach. 

unimportant the word departure 
when applied to exchange of continents as 
when appliedsto the exchange of worlds, as 
when Paul wrote: The time of my de- 
parture is at hand.” 

Now, departure implics o starting place 
and a place of desolation. When Paul left 
this world, what was the starting point? 
It was a scene of great physical distress. 
It was the Tullianum, the lower dungeon of | 
the Mamertine prison, Rome, Italy. The | 
top dungeon was bad enough, it having no | 
means of ingress or egress but through an | 
opening in the top, Through that the pris: 
oner was lowered, and through that came 





all the food and air and light received. It 
was a terrible place, that upper dungeon ; 
but the Dullianam was the lower dangeon, 
and that was still more wretched, the only 
light and the only air coming through the 
roof, and that roof the floor of the upper 
dungeon, That was Paul's last earthly 
residence, I was in that lower dungeon in | 
November, '89. It is made of volcanic 
stone. I measured it, and from wall to 
wall it was fifteen feet. The highest of the , 
roof was seven feet from the floor, and the 
lowest of the roof five feet weven inches. | 
The opening in the roof through which 
Paul was let down was three feet wide 
The dungeon has aseat of rock two 
aud a half feet high, and a shelf of rock | 
four feet high. It was there that Paul 
spent his last days on earth, and it is there 
that I see him now, in the fearful dungeon, 
shivering, blue with the cold, waiting for 
that old overcoat which he had sent for up 
to Troas, and which they had not yet sent 
down, notwithstanding he had written for 
it, 

If rome skilful surgeon should go into 
that dungeon where Poul is incarcerated, 
we might find out what are the prospects 
of Paul's living through the rough im- 
prisonment. In the first place he is an old 
man, only two years short of seventy. At | 
that very time when he most needs the | 
warmth and the sunlight and the fresh air, 
he is shut out from the sun. What are 
those sears on his ankles? Why, those 
were gotten when he was fast, his feet in 
the stocks. Every time he turned, the 
flesh on bis ankles started. What are 
those scars on his back? You know he 
was whipped five times, each time getting 
thirty-nine strokes—one hundr 4 ro 
ninoty-five bruises on the back (count 
them) made by the Jews with rods of elm 
wood, each one of the one hundred and 
ninety-five strokes bringing the blood. 
Look at Paul's face and look at his arms. 
Where did he get those bruises? I think 
it was when he was struggling ashore 
amidst the shivering timbers ot the sbip- 
wrock. I see a gash in Paul's side. Where 
did he get that? Ithink he got that in 
the tussle with highwaymen, for he had 
been in peril of robbers, and he had money 
of hisown. He wasa mechanic as well as 
an apostle, and I think the tents he made 
were ax good as his sermons. 

There is a wanness about Paul's looks. 
What makes that? I think part of that 
came from the fact that he was for twenty 
four hours on a plank in the Mediterranean 
Sea, suffering terribly, before ho was res

THE PLEASURE OF DROWNING. 


Described by a Woman Who Attenipted 
to Commit Satelde. 

“To prevent avy person from interfering 
with my design I jumped into the river late 
in the aftornoon lust Friday, one ap: 
peared to be about at the time. When [ 
struck the water I innicdiately sank, going 
down and down, and yet being carried for- 
ward until I thought 1 would never again 
atise. A sound roared through my head, 
it seemed to mo it would burst. I eranee 
my mouth and attempted to breathe, being 
unablo to endure the pressure lon but 
the water rushed in and I closed my 
mouth. I was again compelled to open 
it. More water entered, The feeling was 
horrible. 

“Just when -I thought all was over I 


reached the surface of the water about 50 | 


feet from the shore and 100 feet from where 
I had jumped in, Near by was steamboat 
on which stood a man with a long pole with 
an iron hook on the end, It took only a 
second to seo those things, and, in fact, | 
I had just time to get one breath when I 
again sank with my mouth open. My past 
life flashed before me, and I was again a 
child. ‘The picture of my father and 
mother stood out in bold relief. I reached 
out my hand tothem, The roaring of the 
water sounded like the sweetest of music. 
Suddenly Isaw light and thought I was in 
Paradise, A large green field covered with 
roses and other flowers, whose fragrance I 
could smell, came in view, I felt as if I 
was being borne up by some winged mes- 
senger whom I could not see, hut whose 
presence I could feel.

Gladstone no Plagiarist, 

Lonpon, June 23.—Prof. Lecky, the 
eminent historian, has a long letter in The 
Times in which ‘he complains that Mr.

Loxpon, June Balfour in his 
election address says: ‘Every year’s ex- 
perience has fully justified uncompromising 
opposition to the abortive home rule moas- 
ure of 1886. The Separatists, subsequently 
ambitious modification of the measure makes 
the proposals more unjast and dangerous. 
An trish parliament controlling the Irish 
executive cannot be controlled by the Im- 
perial Parliament. The promised supre- 
macy of the Iinperial Parliament as for as 
the Loyalists are concerned is only a sham. 
A system allowing o parliament in Dublin 
to manage Irish affairs, while Irish repre- 
sentatives interforo with English and 
Scotch business, would produce intolerablo 
consequences in Loth countries. Such acon- 
dition of things would be grossly unfair to 
the British and cruel and aggressive tu the 
minority in Ireland. The criminality of 
the methods whereby the politicians who 
would determine the destinios of Ireland 
have sought to attain their objects has been 
proved before tribunals. The policy of the 
Gladstonians would give these mon control 
of a helpless minority whose only crimes 
arc their religion and loyalty, and would 
begin and not end serious trouble.” 

Mr. Balfour dilates upon the successful 
legislation of tho Government; promises 
measures desling with the labor question;

1, That there has been large increme in 
the number of hands employed, a large in 
crease in the wages paid and that the 
largest increase is in the capital invested. 
The increase inthe capital enlisted poiuts 
to a large outlay for improved machinery, 
a fact, however, which we ore unable to 
show from the figures themsolves, as 
there was in 1881 no sub-division 
of ‘capital invested” into that invested 
in machinery and tools, but taken in con: 
nection with the proportionally greater 
increase in wages itis safe to say that a 
very considerable amount of the ine in 
capital invested is due to the improved 
machinery introduced. In fact the great 
feature of the decade's industrial progress 
is the vastly improved state of imannufac- 
turing machinery, on account of which 
Canada ia much better fitted to meet out- 
sido rivalry than she was 10 years ago. 

2. That the average workman in 189) is 
a more skilled hand than he was in 1881, 
inasmuch as he turned out 6 per cont. more 
of finished products (judged by value) than 
ho did in 158). 

3. That the average workman in 1891 
earned 16 per cent. more wages than he did 
in 1881, 

4, Thatas every dollar invested pro- 
duced in 1891 less than in 1881, the capi- 
talist has had to be content with a smaller 
profit. 

5. That, notwithstanding the reduction 
in the gross profits of tho mauufacturer, 
the workman has received a larger share of 
total value of the products by 9 per cent. 

6 That the cost of raw material was on 
the whole higher in 1891 than 1881, though 
this may be apparent rather than real, the 
returns of 1891 requiring the cost at the 
factory,while those of 1881 aro silent on the 
point.

suffered some pain from the injury, and two 
doctors ned, bathed Mr 
Gladetone's nose and relieved him °guttici 
ently to evable him to proceed with his ad- 
dross. 

The oculist in attendance upon Mr, Glad- 
atone states that there is a large abrasion 
at the corner of the eye, oxteading to the 
edge of the pupil. He saya that the groat- 
est care will be necessary to prevent serious 
and permanent injury to the organ. The 
wound on Mr. Gladstone's nosw bled freely. 

The woman who threw the missile was 
recognized ax the wifo of an artisan. She 
has not yot been arrested, but tho police 
aro on her track and expect to soon have 
her in custody. 

Mr. Gladstone, in describing the as- 
sault, said that the woman threw tho 
hard mass of gingerbread at him with great 
violence and with such suddenness that ho 
could make no attempt to ward it off, 

Mr. Gladatonoe in his speech said that the 
opponents of Home Rule had declared that 
if the House of Commons passed a Home 
Rule bill the House of Lords would reject 
tho measure, and that if they passed 
another bill of a like nature the 
dissolution of Parliament would follow, 
But the people would not be worried or 
pestered with a dissolution at the will of 
thé House of Lords.

bery and Mr, Gladstone on foreign policy, 
and Lord Kimberly’s name has been men- 
tioned a a possiblo Foreign Minister in the 
Gladstopian Governinent instead of Lord 
Rosebery, The radicals of the party, or 
some of them, are believed to oppose Lord 
Rosebery, partly because he has a mind and 
will of bis own, partly because of his 
opinion about Egypt and of the doubt 
whether he be willing to reverse Lord 
Salisbury’s policy and fall down aud wor- 
ship France. Lord Rosebery’s speech is in 
this view curious and important. Hoe says 
with that gravity which he can assume 
when he chooses that Mr. Gladstone 
has gone rather too far in hia condona- 
tion of Lord Salisbury’s foreign policy, Then 
he adds with equal gravity that tho new 
Foreign Secretary, whoever he may be, 
will contioue Lord Solisbury’s present 
policy, ‘‘so far as we know it;” adding 
with some emphasis, ‘‘We intend to try 
the experiment of having a» continuous 
foreign policy,” If Lord Rosebery can 
persuade the country of that he will do 
much for his party. Moat Englishmen 
who study foreign affairs, who remembor 
Mr. Gladstone's five’ years of war and 
worry and humiliation and Lord Salisbury’s 
six years of peace with honor, shudder at 
tho prospect of another Gladstonian term 

h’ Mr. Gladstone himself ronning tho 
Foreign Office as he did from 1880 to 1885. 
They discredit, however, the Lord Kimber- 
ly gossip hey belieye that Lord Rose- 
bery muss be the Foreign Minister, that he 
will not bp unless he hasa free hand, and 
that he meant what he says about the con- 
tinmty of Knglish foreign policy, including 
much moral support to the Triple Alliance 
and the peace of Europe.

TRISH HOME RULE- 


Some of tho Provisions of the New Glad 
stonian Measure. 

Lonpvon, June 27,—The leading features 
of the Home Rule measure of 1886 are re- 
tained in Mr, Gladstone’s now Home Rule 
Bill with the following exceptions; Clause 
4, restricting the powers of the Irish Legis- 
lature, aa colarged;by: farther doling. the 
limitation of the powers of the legislature 
to intorfore with the endowment of religion 
or to impose disability or confer privilege 
on account of religious belief. Further 
guarantees relating to denominational 
education are provided. Noxt, the consti- 
tution of the logislative body will be modi- 
fied by raising the number of mombers of 
the first order in the upper house, who, as 
In the first bill,shall hold office for 10 years. 

The much disputed clause 24, removing 
the Irish peers from the House of Lords 
and the Irish members from the House of 
Commons, disappears in the new bill, the 
representation of Ircland in the Imperial 
Parliament remaining the same as at pro- 
sent to meot the threatened active refusal 
or passive resistance of the Ulstérites to 
the Irish Parliament by tho non-payment 
of taxon. 

To Enforce Paymont of Taxes. 

Sub-section 4 of clause 19 of tho bill of 
1886 is to be extended so us to ensure em- 
ployment ot tho police and military forces 
to enforce the payment cf all taxes leviable 
by the Irish Parliament. 

Another alteration relates to disputes 
arising between the Irish Legislature and 
tho Imperial Parliament. 

Apart trom these modifications the meas- 
ure of 1886 remains intact.

He frequently 
spoke of soldiers and thelr duties, The life 
of a suldier was an honorable well as a 
dignified one. There isimplied in the word 
soldier the necessity of enduring hardships. 
It is also o life of self-sacrifice and self: 
denial, these elements belng pocullarly 
prominent. Paul koew this, and so admon- 
ished. There ts no life more dignified than 
that which fs prepared for suffering and 
sacrifice, ‘Another element which should 
and does, characterize the true soldier, is 
obedience, Our will should likewise be 
subjected to a higher power, lo assuming 
the life of a soldier, we assume a character 
that {s typical of the highest life. They 
should seek to subject themselves nob 
only to the raling power but also subject 
themselves to the King of Kings. We 
should ever be in readiness to obey and 
sabwlt to the divine rule. Another cle

THE AMBITION OF THE AMEER 


Hoe Tries to Coorce the Khans of the Hill 
Tribes. 

Sma, June 28.— Matters look somewhat 
critical in Afghanistan, Some time ago 
the Ameer sent emissaries among independ- 
ent tribes in the border lang between India 
and Afghanistan, with the object of getting 
them to acknowledge him as auzerain. Three 
independent chiefships are known as tho 
estate of Bajnkara, and comprise the bill 
country betwoen Kaflirisatin and Swat. The 
Amoer's agents evidently had little muc- 
cess with these tribesmen and this was at- 
tributed to the influence of Amru Khan. 
The chief had been a prominent figure in 
border politics for the last ten years, and 
fins risen toa practical leadership among 
the petty chiefs of Baju. The amoor has 
always rogarded his rising power with jeal- 
ousy, and recently he dispatched a force, said 
to consist of about 1500 regulars, the same 
number of tribal levies, and some mounted 
sans against him and tho other khans. 
This was under the command of Gholam 
Hyder, the Ameer’s Commander-in-chief. 
News has now been received that the 
Mahmud tribe, sided by the forces of the 
Khan of Jandel, attacked and defoated 
the Ameer’s army. To make the situation 
worse the tribesmen have cut off Gholam 
Hyder’s communication with Afghanistan. 
The Indian Government some time ago 
notified the Amoer that he should not ox- 
tend his authority westward, but like all 
of his prodecessors the Ameer has always 
hankered to extend his power beyond its 
admitted sphere, and his attempt to do so 
now threatens to result disastrously.

against Dr. Cream that he lost his entire 
practice and was compelled to leave Kings- 
ton 

He then took up his residence in Hamil- 
ton, Ont. Here again his illegal practices 
got him into trouble, Shortly after Cream’s 
arrival in Hamilton another woman was 
found dead from malpractice, and this time 
the evidence pointed so directly towards 
Cream that he was arrested and put on 
trial for the murder of the woman. The 
testimony was insufficient to convict him, 
however, but Cream, disgusted with Can- 
ada, emigrated and made Chicago his home. 

Sentenced For Life. 

This was in the latter part of 1877. 
Cream was evidently a confirmed abortion- 
ist. The next timo, however, ho was cap- 
tured at his work, A considerable sensa- 
tion was caused in Chicago in 1878 by the 
‘death from malpractice of a Chicago lady. 
Cream was arrested, charged with the 
crime and in this instance the facts were 
brought directly home to him. Tho testi- 
mony of the maidscrvant, a negress, who 
saw the operation performed, convicted 
Cream and his career was brought to an 
end by his being sentenced to imprisonnient 
for life in the Illinois Prison at Joliet. 

Cream served 13 years of bis sentence, 
when he received a pardon on account of 
his ill-health, When Cream entered the 
outer world once more he found himselt the 
possessor of a comfortable fortune. During 
fis imprisonment his father had diod. A 
clause of his father’s will, in which Dr, 
Cream was left a legacy, was as follows: 

“] hereby bequeath to my son, Thomas 
Neill Cream, the sum of $16,000 in the 
stock of the Merchants’ Bank of Canada 
for his own use should ho ever regain bis 
rights of citizenship.”” 

He Loaves Yor England. 

Afver leaving the prison Cream went to 
the Old Country, and it was then appar. 
ently that under the name of Thomas Neill 
he met Miss Sabittini, who is one of the 
most important witnesses in the inqueat 
now being held in London into the death of 
Matilda Cloevy. In March last Cream 
again visited hia old home in Quebec city, 
and came from there to Montreal, where he 
realized on his stock in tho Merchants’ 
Bank. 

The identity of Thomas Neill, now under 
arrest in London for poisoning Matilda 
Cloevy, with Dr, Thomas Neill Cream, is 
conclusively proved by a series of lettors 
now in possession of D. Battersby, gonoral 
railroad and steamboat ticket agent, Mon- 
treal. Mr. Battersby has a number of 
letters signed by Thomas N. Cream, asking 
for rates from New York to Glasgow to 
Liverpool. 

Returns For a Legacy. 

The letters wore signed ‘Thomas N. 
Cream, M. D., Blanchard Hotel, Quebec 
City. It will be remembered that after 
Neill had made his arrangements for the 
wedding with Miss Sabittini in London he 
left hor instructio: o address all his let- 
ters: ‘‘Dr. Cream, care Blanchard’s Hotel, 
Quebec. 

Dr. Cream was atthe Albion Hotel, 
Montreal, on March 19 last, and from there 
wrote again to Mr, Battersby stating that 
he had purchased a ticket on the steamship 
Britannic; that he expected a parcel in 
Montreal and asking Mr. Battersby to for- 
ward it to Liverpool by the steamship Lab- 
rador. When the parcel came Mrs. Battersby 
opened it, It contained a number of 
printed cirdulars, of which the following is 
& copy: 

ELLEN DONWORTH'S DEATIL 
To the quests of the Metropole Hotel: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, —I bereby notify 
you that the person who poisoned Ellen Don- 
worth on the 15th day of last October is to 
day in the employ of the Motropole Hotel 
and that your lives are in daoger as long as 
in this hotel. Yours respect 

W. H. Monmay.

The 
greab agricultural State of Kansas, the 
growth of which up to 1885 was phenom- 
onal, has bon losing population In the pasb 
three or four years ab tho rate of 100,000 
ayoar, Whon the farmers of Canada come 
to understand the world wide condition of 
things, they will be better satisfied with 
thelr lob, whioh is fortunate by comparison.

I have therefore sum+ 
moned you for prorogation at an earlier 
period than usual. 

“Tam glad to record that my friendly 
relations with foreign powers remain un- 
altered. 

“Treaties have been duly ratified refer- 
ring the differences with the United States 
with respect to the Behring Sea to arbi- 
tration.” 

Referring to the bills passed at the session 
just ended, the speech says that tho ar- 
rangements that Parliament has made en- 
abling workingmen to purchase agricultural 
holdings will increase the class of culti- 
vating owners, which is of great importanco 
to the atate. 

The application to Ireland of the edu- 
cational measures recently adopted in Great 
Britain will confer great benefits upon tho 
people of that country. 

The speech concludes: ‘In closing this 
Parliament, which has been unusually 
Inborious, and also highly fruitful in benefi- 
cent logislation, I thank you for the 
assiduous performance of your momentous 
duties during the past six years, and 
heartily commend you to the favor of 
Almighty God.”

Wurther Concerning the Career of the 
Abortiowist-Polsoner.

KILLED AT THE SUPPER TABLE. 


Fellow Hoarders Engage in a Quarrel 
Which Results in Murder. 

Toy, N.Y., Juno 29.—William Wesson, 
21 years old, was murdered last night while 
sitting at the supper table in his boarding 
house in St. John-street, South Troy. 

Thomas Jones, aged 66, a fellow boarder, 
is charged with the crime. Both worked 
at the wire mills. They were the only 
occupants of the room when Wesson was 
killed. 

Jones bad been drinking during the day 
and bad not been at work. He and Wes- 
son yuarrelled, it is said, over a trivial 
matter, after which Jones left the room. 
He soon returned with a revolver which he 
had taken from his bedroom and, without 
further dispute, aimed it at Wesson and 
fired. 

The Lullet entered Wesson's brain, kill- 
ing him instantly. Jones is now under 
arrest, Wesson came to this country from 
Englaud last fall aud has no relatives in the 
United States. 

The prisoner is a native of Wales and has 
been in this country 27 years. The two 
men had quarrelled several times before 
when Jones had been drinking. On Satur- 
day, it is said, the prisoner asked Wesson to 
fight » duel. 


WORK OF FIREBUGS. 


Incendinries Burn Hay Broa’ Flour Mill 
at Listowel, 


ListowrL, Ont., Juno 29.—Although 
since the attempt to burn Hay Bros.’ flour 
mill 10 days ago extra precautions against 
incondiarism have been taken, the firebugs 
succeeded yesterday in their attempt, 
and both flour mill and olevator, together 
with 200,000 bushels of grain, were de- 
stroved. The mill was fired in four dif- 
forent places. 

The estimated loss on the mill is: Build- 
ing and machinery $20,000, and insurance 
$12,000; on stock $18,000, and insurance 
$15,000. 


Toronto Man Burned Out, 

Mon'§neAL, June 29.—At 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning the residence of E. O. 
Mann of The Jewelers’ Guide was com- 
pletely gutted by fire. The loss is esti- 
mated at $880, 0 portion of the furniture 
being saved. The building itself was 
damaged to the extent of $1500. 


POISONED BY ICE CREAM. 


Asbury Park Cottagers and Hotel Guests 
Kept the Doctors Busy For Many Hours, 

New Yoru, June 29.—Much more 
serious than was at first supposed has the 
case of ice cream poisoning ut Asbury Park, 
N.J., proved to be. One hundred and ten 
persons are now known to have suffered 
from the effects of the poison, and several 
cases, though not fatal, have given the 
physicians plenty to do 

Groat excitement has been felt in tho 
town, as the joe cream was distributed 
among many houses, some even being sent 
to neigh ing towns, and the final results 
are not known yet, Those who have been 
the sufferers are nearly all summer cot 
tagors and hotel guests, 

It was at firat thought that the cream 
which came from lorick Kurrus 
Went Asbury Park, had beon tampe 
with, but last night it waw said that the 
poisonous substance in the cream was tho 
result of the uncleanness of the cana in 
which the milk and cream were stored. 

The worst case of polsoning was that of 
Mrs. Patterson. When the physicians 
reached her the action of her heart had al 
mont coaned, It took fully three hours to 
revive har

Cheese Notes. 


Items of Much Interest to the Trade . 

Mr, James Juckes, agent for Messrs. 
Warrington & son at Liverpool, wrote to 
Mr, J. T, Warrington of this clty, under 
date of Jano 11th, as follows : 

“Tae weathor has been very fine and hot 
for about ten days, pasturage during this 
time growing very fast. Today we had 
rain and prospects for a good crop of grass 
{a fine, and a largo make of cheese. Cheese 
market easier.” 

Up to date the average make of cheese 
for this district has byon greater than lo 
former years. The May make {s about the 
average, Jane make 5 per cent. above that 
of last year. In Belleville. district and 
westward the supply of milk has shrunk 
somewhat, but the make of cheese has nob 
been materially affected. One half of Jane 
make has already been cleared out. The 
only damage done to the trade is that some 
factorymen have been holding back or de- 
ollning to meet the market until they have 
sold their July make, 

Tho complaint In regard to cheese ts not 
so mach about quality, as to loss of weight 
and untidiness in fixing up the cheese, 
There {s also considerable complaint as re- 
gards the bandaging of the article. In 76 
per cent, of the factories the bandage Is 
ripped, and nob cut neatly, as it should be, 
The boxes are also indifferently made ; this 
1s owing to the fact that the boxes are con- 
structed too cheaply, and factorymen can- 
not afford to psy the price of a good box. 
That bandages being ripped is detrimental 
to the trade, ts eyiderced by the fact, that 
we know of a combination of 16 factorlos 
which realized $40 mere for thelr cheese 
last year because they cub thelr bandages, 
{netead of rippiog them.
